Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Scheme, 1970, which the Central Gov¬ 
ernment proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub*section (1) 
of section 4 of the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 (8 of 
1948) Is published as required by the said sub-section for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 24th June, 1972. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be taken into considera¬ 
tion by the Central Government. 

DRAFT SCHEME 

1. This Scheme may he called the Calcutta Dock Workers (Regulation of 
Employment) Amendment Scheme, 1972. 
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Z. the Calcutta Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Scheme,. 
1970,— 

(1) in clause 17, in item (b) (i) of sub-clause (2), for the last two sentences 
beginning with the words “Their allocation" and ending with the words “years", 
the following expression shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Their allocation under different employers shall be done by the Board- 
The criteria of such allocation shall primarily be the tonnage 
handed by the individual employers during the previous three 
years. Registered employers shail maintain workers in their 
monthly registers in numbers which form complete units compris¬ 
ing of 1 Sardar, 1 mate, 4 senior mazdoors, 2 junior mazdoors and 
1 signaller. All permanent vacancies in the monthly register of 
employer shall be filled without delay in accordance with clause 
22(2)”; 

(2) in clause 22, in sub-clause (3) for the words, “The Chairman and the 
Deputy Chairman in consultation with the Administrative Body”, the words 
“The Board” shall be substituted; 

(31 in clause 32, in item (d) of sub-clause (2), the following proviso shall be 
inserted at the end, namely:— 

“Provided that such relaxation for workers under item Ob) shall normally 
be permitted only if the workers under item (c) have also reached 
the maximum of their employment of 9 shifts in a week or 33 
shifts in a month. However, if a monthly worker of an employer 
is found to have been booked beyond ti shifts in a week or 26 
shifts in a month in any period of two successive months, then the 
Board may in accordance with clause 22(3) decide to aend such 
number of workers from the reserve pool to the monthly register 
of his employer as they may deem necessary,”; 

(4) in clause 40, in item (d) of sub-clause (4) for the words “the Chairman 
or the Deputy Chairman” the words “The Board” shall be substituted”; 

(5) clause 41, in sub-clause (9),— 

(i) for the words "the Chairman or the Deputy Chairman” the words “the 

Board” shall be substituted, 

(ii) the words “in consultation with the Administrative Body” at the end 

shall be omitted; 

(6) in clause 59, 

(i) for the words "operated by the Administrative Body” the words “op¬ 

erated by the Board” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words “Administrative Body” occurring at the end, the words 

“Deputy Chairman" shall be substituted; 

v7) in Schedule VI,-— 

(i) in paragraph 2, under the heading ‘Processing Wage’ after entry given 

in column 1 and the corresponding entry in column 2, the following 
entries shall be inserted in column 1 and 2 respectively, namely: — 
“DA R'-ggers ^3, 4-91"; 

(ii) in paragraph 3- under the heading ‘Manning Scale’, after item (vi) 

the following item shall be added, namely:— 

“(vii) 1 Tindal plus 0 riggers per ship, per shift normally; 

(iii) in paragraph 6. under the heading ‘Incentive Wages of Workers Con¬ 

cerned with More Than One H£,ok’, after item (iii) the followinj 
item shall be added, namely: — 

“Civ) The Riggers shall he paid the average of the units of performanc 
of their work that they are called upon to handle during the stults. 

Note. _No Incentives shall be payable unless the Employer certifies that th 

Riggers have worked satisfactorily.

DRAFT SCHEME 

1. This Scheme may be called the Calcutta Chipping and Fainting Workers 
(Regulation of Employment) Amendment Scheme, 1972. 

2. In the Calcutta Chipping and Painting Workers (Regulation of Employ¬ 
ment) Scheme, 1970,— 

(1) in clause 21, in sub-clause (3) for the words “The Chairman and the 

Deputy Chairman in consultation with the Administrative Body”, 
the words, “The Board” shall be substituted; 

(2) in clause 31, in item (d) of sub-clause (2), of the end, the following 

shall be added, namely;— 

“However if a monthly worker of an employer is found to have been 
hooked beyond 6 shifts in a week or 26 shifts in a month in any 
period of two successive months, then the Board may in accor¬ 
dance with clause 21(3) decide to send such number of workers 
from the reserve oool to the monthly register of his employer as 
they may deem necessary; 

(3) in clause 39, in item (d) of sub-clause 14). for the. words “Chairman 

or ihe Deputy Chairman’’, the word “Board” shall be substituted; 

(4) in clause 40, in sub-clause (9),— 

(i) for the words “the Chairman or the Deputy Chairman"’ the words “the 
Board” shall be substituted; 

(il) the words “in consultation with the Administrative Body” at the 
end shall be omitted; 

(5) in clause 57,— 

(i) for the words "operated by the Administrative Body” the words 

“operated by the Board” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words, “Administrative Body” occurring at the end, the 
words “Deputy Chairman” shall be substituted.
